The proposed Project will not create any effluent.  The Project consists of fiber optic 

cables either pulled through underground conduit or attached aerially to existing utility 

poles within existing transportation ROWs.

Widely 

available broadband access supports job searches, online learning, telemedicine, and 

remote employment.   A 20% reduction in service fees will be available to individuals or 

families that qualify as low income or indigent. 

The Project will promote human health and will have no environmental impacts to 

minorities or low-income populations.
